IMPROVED CHANCES TOR HIS RECOVERY. 
S an F r a n c isc o. August 31st.—1:30 a. m.—Gov­ 
ernor B artlett's chances for ultim ate recovery 
have t*ecomc greatly improved, and he rnav yet 
be enabled to live m any years. This improve­ 
m ent began in the early m orning hours of Sun­ 
day last, and has continued without exception 
from hour to hour up to the present writing, but 
so gradually th at it was hardly noticeable to 
the experienced and anxious eyes of the few by 
his bedside. In fact, so steadily aud im per­ 
ceptibly did the change for the better approach, 
that the Governor him self was hardly aware of 
it, and even yet he does not seem to realize the 
m any chances that have been added to his fight 
for life 
This m orning there was hut little change in 
his condition.

Mead, iu com pany w ith Fred, aud 
Harvey Mead, his kinsm en, from Aledo, 111., 
Frank Keidel and tí. .Smith, of Chicago, incor­ 
porated the property under the laws of Illinois, 
in the nam e of the Las Lucas Milling and Min­ 
ing Company. A m ill was erected and the 
m ines worked until a few m onths ago, when 
Albert Mead became dissatisfied, claim ing that 
the com pany was attem pting to sw indle him 
out of his share of the property. He brought 
suit to regain possession of the property, and 
went to Santa Fe to live. 
Ou W ednesday he left Santa Fe for Meadville 
Camp for the purpose of securing some papers 
he had left w the com pany's bunk-house, and 
which were needed in his suit. 
Mead first made 
known his presence to Fred and Mr. Hands, who 
were in Tres Piedras on Friday m orning, and 
were returning to cam p 
When their team was 
w ithin about fifty yards of the com pany’s cabin, 
Albert stepped out from behind the brush, 
WIKCHESTE R1K1.E IN HAND. 
And ordered a halt. Albert then called to 
Hands and ordered him to rail Harvey Mead 
and Joe Downing out of the eabin, saying he 
desired them to keep out of the cabin until he 
(Albert) could search for some papers and money 
which he had concealed therein. 
About this tim e Harvey Mead aud Downing 
heard the commotion, and both eame out of the 
cabiu. As they appeard Albert fired, and 
DOWN I No FELL DEVD. 
A second shot from his W inchester killed H ar­ 
vey Mead. Turning toward the wagon, Albert 
then opened fire upon the occupants thereof, 
and his third shot fatally wounded Hands. 
By 
this tim e Fred Mead bad secured a six shooter 
w hich Hands had, ami attem pted to fire at Al­ 
bert A. Mead, but the weapon snapped and 
could not be discharged. Albert theu tired at 
Fred five tim es in rapid succession, and while 
lie was thus engage Fred Mead was running to­ 
ward him . Finally

The courier w ith dispatches comes on the 
road with a change ot horses. Foote came 
through on the trail. The courier ought to be 
in shortly. Foote says there were 100 Indians 
in the light, but during the night and following 
m orning they received reinforcem ents and 
the woods were alive w ith them .

The civil and m ilitary au­ 
thorities of Colorado, in their excitem ent, m ay 
forget th at State writs do net extend beyond the 
lim it of the State, and precipitate a general o ut­ 
break among reservation Indians by crossing the 
border.

THE ” IXQUISITIOS ” CASE DECI8I0H. 


The encroachments of Federal authority 


upon the rights of States and of citizens 


has been the text for a great deal of ago­ 
nized complaining u|>oti the part of one 


great political party. 
“ Centralization,” 


it must he confessed, has assumed propor­ 


tions that justifies fears upon the part of 
all lover* of republican institutions. 
The 


father* built upon the foundations of wis­ 


dom when they set the metes and bounds 


of Federal authority and established the 
judicial arm of the Government as a bar­ 


rier to the encroachments of the legisla­ 


tive. 
No more striking instance appears 


in the history of the country of an a t­ 


tempt to break down this safeguard to 
private inalienable rights, than that of the 


Federal Rail road Inquisitorial 
Commis­ 
sion in its efforts to pry into the domestic 


concerns of a corporate person to which 


the Federal Government, in the case re­ 


ferred to, snstains only the relation of a 
creditor. 


The Federal Court W ing appeale-d to by 
the Commission to lend its power to force 


the debtor to disclose its private personal 


concerns, which could in no wise benefit 
the security of the creditor, that judicial 


body, by the unanimous opinion of the 


Judges, not only refuses to become the 
servitor and instrument of the legislative 


and executive branches, but goes beyond 


m ere negation and 
checks the 
Federal 


aggression 
by declaring 
the autocratic 
claim of the Commission of authority to 


inquire into 
the private affairs of the 


debtor, to be illegal and unsupjioi ted by 
reason a n d by law, and to be absolutely 


prohibited by the Federal Constitution. 
The decision of the Court is of such vital 


importance, and so clearly expository of 


the most essential principles of right gov­ 
ernment under republican forms, that it 


ought to be read and commented iqon in 


every school in the land, since every child 


can be made to understand and appreciate 
its important truths. 
It is, altogether, the 


clearest, simplest and most forcibly telling 


thesis upon the inalienable right of the 


citizen, and the limitations of a Federal 
inquisition, that has yet l>cen made. 
The 


man who reads it and does not rise from 


the perusal feeling stronger as an Am eri­ 
can and better clothed with the arm or of 


hi-- rights as a citizen of the republic, must 


l>e so intellectually ordered that he cannot 


comprehend 
the 
simplest principles of 
free institutions. 


The Government having aided by land 


grants and loans of its !>ond credit, the 
Central Parific Railroad Company, a cor­ 


poration existing by virtue of the Laws of 


the sovereign State of California, it is a 


debtor of the United States, and some por­ 


tions of the indebtedness are presently to 


fail due, all of its contracts and obligations 
with the Government to date having been 


kept good and discharged, and for its debt 
the Government is secured by a mortgage 
U|H>n the road. 


The legislative branch of the Federal 


G overnm ent having instituted an inquisi­ 


torial investigation by a Commission into 
the ability of the creditifr to meet its obli­ 
gations, that body propounded to members 


of the corporate person questions concern­ 
ing the conduct of the private affairs of 
the company and the members 
thereof 


The witnesses refused to compiy, claim ing 


protection against the attem pted scrutiny 
-Of their persona! book- and papers, as an 


invasion W -ane of the most sacred of the 
inalienable rights of the citizen. 


Furtherm ore, the Commission attempted 
in like manner to inquire into vouchers on 


file with the company approving expendi­ 
tures by one of its members, but whirh 


were not charged against the accounts es­ 


sential to the ascertainment of the net 


earnings of the railroad company, a per­ 


centage of which is payable to the Gov­ 


ernment. 
To these interrogatories, which 
were made without any regard to the ordi­ 


nary rule* of evidence, and the principles 
of law under which competent testimony 


may he given, response was al.-o refused. 


Thereupon the Commission appealed to 
the fed eral Court at San Francisco, and 


invoked the judicial power to be exercised 
to compel answers to be made. This resort 


was 
had 
under 
the legislative A ct bv 


which 
the 
Commission was raised, and 


which provides that the Court» shall aid 
the Commission in evoking replies to anv 
inquiry it may see lit to propound. 


The Court at this juncture rises in the 


majesty of the |K>wer and independence 


with which it is clothed liy the Constitu­ 


tion f«r the protection of inalienable rights 
from 
the encroachments of 
legislative 
authority, and flatly tells the Commission 


that the judicial branch of the Govern­ 


ment is not the servitor of the legislative, 


nor ltound to do it this service. 
Nor oouid 
it do so were it inclined, since the consti­ 
tutional check upon each branch clearly 


defines the limits of the authority of each. 


I nder the Constitution, says the Court, 
the Railway Commission is not and cannot 


Is.-a judicial body; 
it cannot determine 


governmental rights nor those of the rail­ 
way company. 
T h at company is an artifi­ 


cial or corporate person of the State of 


California, and 
as such entitled to and 
guaranteed, in its relations with the United 


States, the same rights as a natural person, 


and is subject to the control of the Federal 
( lovernment only -o far as power may be 


lawfully exercised to regulate interstate 
commerce, to establish postroad-, declare 
war, and "-noli sjiecif'ic |sowers as are ex- 


l>osed by the contract between the Govern­ 


ment and the company relating to grants 
aud credits extended and accepted. 
The 


Courts of the United States are open to the 
Government precisely as to a private per- 


• >n, and lor the enforcement of all its 
rights, to prevent waste of assets by a 
debtor, and for the punishment of offenders 


against it, judicial methods are provided 
for the 
enforcement 
of 
any 
remedies 


given. 
Only in the course of such judi­ 


cial proceedings can the private books and 
pajiers of the citizen be inspected, and then 
only for the establishment of some right of 


the litigant. 
Concerning the vouchers 
in luired into, the Court holds that a- they 
did not enter into any charge against the 


Government interest, it has not the right 
1 1 scrutinize them. 
.Still further, amort 


other things, it is held that the relation of 


debtor :utd creditor between the Govern 


menl and the company does not involve 


the sovereignty of the one, or lim it the 
private rights of the other, but that it

before the Government as would

Is the absolute owner of the lands and 


bonds granted it and the 
owner of the 
road, subject only to the mortgage held by 


tiie (íovem m ent as security, 
the United 
Slates has no control over the bonds or 


lands, for the contract between the parties 


is binding upon both, precisely as between 


natural parties. 
Ju stice Sawyer quotes 
the Supreme Court of the United States on 


this point, citing the contract, wherein 


that tribunal held th at: “T his contract is 
binding on the United States and they 


cannot, without consent of the company, 


change its terms by any subsequent legisla­ 
tion.” 


It is not necessary to pursue the review 


of the decision at greater length, we must 
assume that it will be generally read, and 


will be earnestly more studied, since it is 


of vital interest to every citizen, and will 


contribute to the enlargnient of intelli­ 
gence concerning the rights of citizens and 


the lim it of legislative authority. 


W hile in fact the decision on the main 


question involved is not new in declara­ 


tion of principles, they having been the 


subject of judicial interpretation, among 
others in the celebrated K ilboum case, in 


which Congress was a party to the judical 
proceeding th at brought the case 
into 


Court, yet the restatem ent of the princi­ 


ples and their illustration by the F ederal 


Judges cannot 
but greatly 
inform 
the 
minds of citizens and direct their thoughts 


to consideration of the substructural factors 


of our system of government. 
For we 


must assume that not all have given these 


subjects the profound thought they de­ 
mand of the citizen, and in fact it is in­ 


disputable that there is much popular mis­ 


conception concerning the powers of Con­ 


gress, and 
the relation of the 
judicial 


branch of the Government to the Legisla­ 


ture. 


It was, perhaps, needed that 
this case 


should arise, that the rapidly augmenting 


sentiment that the 
legislative authority 
in its administration of attributes of sove­ 
reignty is limitless, should receive such a 


check 
as 
the judgment of the Federal 
Court puts upon it. 
Rancorous envy, disappointed ambition 


and political demagogy have fed the fires 
of prejudice and unreason so long on rail­ 


road questions that it 
had 
come to be 


quite accepted th at the corporate person 


had 
no rights the 
legislative authority 


need respect, or that it could not, 
by 
its 


supposed supreme might, contemptuously 
override. 
T he assumed limitless ]>ower of 
this arm of the Government has for many 


years lieen made an instrument of torture 
and extortion applied to targe capitalized 


interests, but on none has the iron been so 
hotly pressed in as the railroad companies 


It has, to a very great extent, lieen lost 
sight of by 
political manipulators and 


legislative inquisitors, iu their haste to 


promote popular prejudice, that there is a 


corrective and conservative factor in our 


governmental system with its springs of 
vitality in the fundamental law, 
inde­ 


pendent of the legislative and executive, 


the peer of each, which stands as it has 


since the foundations of the Government 
were laid, the chief barrier to usurpation 


of authority, abuse of power, and encroach­ 


ment upon th e. inalienable rights of the 
citizen. 


If the decision of the three Judges of 


the United States Circuit Court shall serve, 
as we lielieve it will, to recall the people 


to more deliberate contemplation of the 
theory, principles and safeguards of free 
government, and the hedging about of in­ 


dividual rights with impassible barriers 


against usurpation ami invasion, which the 
organic.-,law and the scheme of a trinity of 


independent branches iu the Government 


achievjf, then the unwarranted assump­ 
tions and arrogant demands of the Pacific 


Railw ay Commissionjwill have served some 
good porjiose, and the interests and citi­ 


zens t$ a t were assailed by its insolence 


and aggression will not have suffered in 
vain.

started the dynamos a running, and said, 
‘Gentlemen here is your light.' He did not 
say this is a good place for a cable road, 
but he built them, and said, 1 Gentlemen, 
take a ride.'

Ray for what he gets, care for his orchards 
and vineyards, and wait for them to m a­ 
ture. A man cannot do this upon the dry 
plains. No man will undertake it, and not 
until some shrewd business man or com­ 
bination of capitalists take hold of this irri­ 
gation problem will this most desired end 
be accomplished. We have the soil, the 
climate, the w ater; but, unfortunately, the 
men to develop this country have not yet 
arrived. Those who are here are only 
squatters, they talk like squatters, they act 
like squatters'.

THE FIRE COMMLSSIOXfcHS» 


T h ey M eet b at T ransact No D u lln e ss- A 
N ice K ettle o f F ish . 
A meeting of the Fire Commissioners 
was held at their office last evening. Pres­ 
ent—Com in iaeioner Griffitts and Conimir- 
sioner S later: Commissioner Conran waa 
absent, being confined to his bed with 
sickness. 
The meeting was called to order 
by President Griffins. The meeting was 
attended by a num ber of the members of 
the Department. Beside President Griffitts 
sat Chief Engineer SuIMvan, and to the 
right of Commissioner Slater was Assistant 
Engineer O’Meara. 
Mr. O'Meara asked the Secretary. Mr. 
Jackson, who sat at the table calmly 
smoking a cigar, if he wished some writing- 
paper. 
Mr. Jackson replied : 
“ I don't see any 
book here.” 
Mr. Griffitts—The book you refer to, Mr. 
Jackson, you will not probably see to­ 
night. 
Mr. Slater—If we cannot have the jour­ 
nal I don’t think we can do any business 
to-night. 
Mr. Griffitts—I presume the Secretary has 
the minutes of the lest regular meeting. 
That will answer every purpose. 
Mr. Jackson—The records and some of 
my memoranda have been taken from my 
drawer. W hen they are returned I will 
proceed with business. 
Mr. Griffitts—You did not have those 
books with you at Mr. Conran's room. 
If 
you could proceed then without them, why 
cannot you do the same thing now ? The 
proceedinp of that so-called meeting can­ 
not be written in the journal, and you can­ 
not get that book to-night. I know where 
it is, and you have your recourse. 
Mr. Slater—Do you refuse to produce the 
journal ? 
Mr. Griffitts—I do, sir, without an order 
of the Court. 
I received a very imperti­ 
nent communication from the Secretary 
to-day demanding the journal. 
Mr. Jackson—I meant just what I wrote. 
I demand the journal. 
At this juncture A. L. Hart. Mr. Griffitt s 
attorney, came into the room, and Mr. Grif­ 
fitts said : " If my attorney advises me to 
surrender the journal, I will do so.” 
General H art—Mr. Griffitts, you, I be­ 
lieve, are the President of this Board '.’ 
Mr. Griffitts—Yes. sir. 
General Hurt—You are also custodian of 
the books 7 
Mr. Griffitts—As much as anyone. 
Mr. Slater—I auess you are not. 
Mr. Jackson—No, sir, you are n o t; I am 
the custodian of those books. 
General H art (to Mr. Griffitts)—Let them 
ask for them , but do not give them up. 
Mr. Jackson—I made a demand for them 
in writing, and I now ask again for them. 
Mr. Griffitts said he would like to proceed 
with the business of the meeting so far, at 
least, as to allow the monthly bills. The 
Secretary, he said, was paid $40 per month 
for keeping the minutes, and he saw no 
reason why he should not produce his 
memoranda and proceed. The Secretary 
did not do what he was employed for, blit, 
on the contrary, did many things he ought 
not to. 
Mr. Jackson—That is my privilege. 
Mr. Slater—I refuse to proceed with any 
business until the journal is produced. 
Mr. Griffitts—I was in hopes that this 
farce would be brought to an end to-night. 
The department is badly demoralized and 
the late fire on I street was so badly m an­ 
aged that several policies have since been 
cancelled, insurance companies refusing to 
take the risks which are increased since the 
so-called meeting at Conran’s house. Good 
men were then put off for no cause, and 
men totally unworthy and unfit put in 
their places. Under the present state of 
affairs I apprehend the great risk this city 
is running should there be a serious con­ 
flagration. The result of this business will 
be a wholesale cancellation of policies and 
an increase of at least 25 per cent, in rates. 
This ugly business, which imperils the city, 
should be brought to a speedy termination. 
Mr. Slater—I am ready to proceed to 
business at any time when you are readv 
to do the fair thing. Bring up the journal 
and have it written up. Until you do, I 
refuse to do any business. 
Mr. Griffitts—I presume you consider a 
recognition of the Conran meeting a fair 
thing. .1 ignore that so-called meeting en­ 
tirely. 
Mr. Slater—You had no right to take that 
book away from this hall. 
Mr. Griffitts—You can get that book by 
process of law. I shall not refuse to sur­ 
render it upon an order of Court. 
Mr. Slater—Well, 1 refuse to proceed 
with business without them. 
Mr. Griffitts—T h at- being the case, the 
Board stands adjourned for one month. 


THEIR LITTLE SCHEME. 
As Mr. Griffitts was leaving the room in 
company with General H art, Mr. Slater 
jum ped up rather excitedly, and handed 
him a paper, saying: 
“ I serve this upon 
you, sir.” 
Mr. G riffitts-took the document, and, 
after glancing at it, handed it over to Gen­ 
eral Hart. 
It read as follows : 
Sacramento, A ugust1S 87. 
Mr. George W. Jackson, Secretory of the Sacra­ 
mento I'ma Fhre Department—in:ar Si r : 
We 
hereby request you to call a special meeting of 
the li jarei of Fire Commissioners for the purpose 
of allowing the pay roll ami bills for the month 
of August, and 6uch other business as may be 
necessary. 
Said meeting to he held at the 
rooms of John Conran, No. 1015 J street above 
Eleventh, to-morrow. August 31st.at 10 a. si. 
J ohn Conran. 
J o h n F . S l a t e r . 
General Hurt (to Mr. Griffitts)—This has 
been served upon you. You can call the 
meeting here. This is the legal place lor 
transacting the business of the Commission. 
Mr. Griffitts then gave Mr. Slater notice to 
be present at the meeting, and which 
would be held to-day in the Commission­ 
ers’ rooms on Fifth street, between J and 
K. 
Here is another spectacle for the “ free" 
people of Sacramento to consider. A n­ 
other call has been made for another 
“ ru m p ” meeting of two members of the 
Board, to be held in an up-town bed-room 
of a member of the Board, who lies at the 
point of death, and who for fourteen 
mouths has been unable to attend but two 
meetings, on account of extreme sickness 
and inability to give any attention to 
the duties of a Commissioner. This is 
not a contest between members of the 
Board, but one to determine whether 
the 
political 
bosses. 
who, 
having 
secured 
two 
of 
the 
Commissioners 
as their willing and servile tools, shall now 
take absolute possession of one branch of 
the city government and reorganize it, 
turning out faithful and tried men anil 
putting in their places persons who had 
been previously suspended as unreliable 
by reason of drunken habits, or otherwise 
found to be unworthy, and who were again 
put on solely because the bosses explicitly 
ordered that they should be, as they were 
wanted in those positions to help the polit­ 
ical machine and not to assist in running 
tire engines and putting out fires. 
It is a question which is the most unac­ 
countable of the two appalling facts—that 
the bosses, in order to carry cut their ne­ 
farious work, will follow one of their tools 
into the shadows and confines of the grave 
to obtain his vote, when he is unable to 
exercise it except in unintelligent bewilder­ 
ment from physical weakness and disease; 
or that a man. halancing upon the border 
land of eternity, will permit his ethereal 
skirts lor departure to the beyond to be 
besmeared with the miserable drippings 
and sm utty blackness of political machine 
manipulation, and to look back upon such 
record as the last of a man's earthly work. 
Last night a majority of the members of 
the Board was present at a regularly called 
and constituted meeting, and at the legal 
place for holding the same. At that meet­ 
ing both of the Commissioners owned 
by the bosses were 
not present, 
and 
under orders from 
their 
superior, no 
business 
was 
allowed 
to 
he 
done. 
But pending that same legally consti- ¡ 
tuted meeting—under instructions from 
their superior bosses—another irregular 
call for an irregular and “ ru m p " meeting, 
in ati irregular and illegal place, wascalled, 
so that the bosses might gather two ioge h r 
who would vote as instructed. If Mr. 
Conran 
should 
live 
until the 
hour 
appointed tor the meeting, and is phys­ 
ically able then to audibly respond to 
the instructions of the “ powers,” the ac­ 
ceptable “ majority” will have acted, and 
boss, conscienceless greed and slavish sub­ 
mission of servile tools will have grimly 
met and smiled upon each other. 
How scion will a people, who claim to 
live under a free and republican form of 
goverment, where the “people are governed 
by the people,” put an end to such darnna- 
hie boss rule and the present execrable 
farce?

RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 


T he P o rtlan d Expresa T rains Com e To­ 
g e th e r Violently a t Chico. 
T he P ortland expressmen route to San 
Francisco, was tive hours behind tim e in 
its arrival here yesterday m orning. 
The 
no rth and south-bound express trains m eet 
at Chico shortly after 1 a. m. 
Y esterday 
m orning the down train arrived at Chico 
first, and soon the w histle of th e up train 
was heard. 
N ot long afterw ards the engine 
of the latter train was heard w histling for 
brakes, and th e call was soon repeated. 
Surm ising th at No. 15 w ould have trouble 
in stopping, No. 10 started to back up, aud 
had m oved a short distance w hen the 
eD gineof No. 15 cam e up w ith considerable 
speed and struck the other w ith great 
force, the fronts of both engines beiug 
dam aged, and th eir sm okestacks m ade to 
resem ble a couple of F ourth of Ju ly stove­ 
pipe hats. 
T he tender of No. 15 was 
driven 
into 
the 
bagpage-car 
behind 
it, 
w hich became derailed. 
T he ten­ 
der and baggage-car of th e dow n train 
were no t so badly hurt, as they did not 
“ telescope.” 
Engineers G rant and Mackey 
stuck to their posts until the last m inute, 
aud the form er, iu m aking a jum p w hen 
he could do no m ore good by rem aining in 
the cab, bruised one of his arm s severely. 
H e is the only person whom the railroad 
officials in this city know to have been 
hurt, but a dispatch from CLico says th at 
N. K. Sprague had his left leg sprained. 
T he passengers as a general thing had no 
idea that anything unusual had occurred 
u ntil they left the cars. 
T he trouble was 
occasioned by the failure of the W esting- 
house air-brake on the eugine of No. 15 to 
work, though it had done its usual service 
satisfactorily when the train stopped at 
D urham , the last station below Chico. 
W hen the engineer found th a t the air was 
inoperative, he w histled for the brakem en 
to use the hand brakes, but it was too late 
to stop the train before it reached the sta­ 
tion. 
Doubtless tlie concussion would have 
been m uch m ore severe if the down train 
had not commenced to m ove backwards. 
Im m ediately after the accident word was 
sent to Red Bluil, aud locomotives were 
forw'arded from th at place to take charge ol 
the trains. 
After a delay of five hours they 
were able to leave, using the side-track. 
T he w recking car was sent up from this 
city, and at 11 a. m. had the m ain track- 
clear.

C aution to Boom ers. 
T he San Francisco Alta sa y s: 
Land­ 
owners should be carelul of seeking m ar­ 
gins by accepting percentages from specu­ 
lators. The land boom in Central and 
N orthern California should not try to begin 
where Los Angeles leaves off. 
It is belter 
to creep before w alking, and to w alk before 
running. 
W e have said, and are ready for 
its diurnal repetition if necessary, th at the 
State needs people, not prices, and this need 
is defeated by crow ding rural lauds up to 
great prices. 
If land transactions are con­ 
fined to actual purchase, for w hich cash 
passes there is no danger, but w hen it be­ 
comes solely a m atter of m argins, the in ­ 
trinsic value is lost sight of, and that is w hat 
the im m igrant comes here to find out. The 
m an who puts up a deposit and takes an 
option on land, is operating precisely as if 
he were putting up a m argin on stock or 
dealing in grain options. 
lie is betting the 
am ount of his deposit th at the price will 
advance before his option expires. 
It is the 
duty o f the press to discourage this kind of 
operation, w hile it sustains truthfully and 
strongly the legitim ate values oí California 
lands. 
More people, m ore producers, more 
production, m ore tonnage for rail 
and 
water transportation, m ore hands to earn, 
m ouths to feed, backs to clothe, citizens to 
vote, children to educate, souls to save— 
these are the real needs of California, and 
the boom that does not supply them is a 
bubble th at w ill burst w ithout perm anent 
benefit to any one. 
We insist tiiat so tar prices of city arid 
suburban real estate have not reached the 
m axim um of legitim ate value, based upon 
the access of population w hich the State 
should receive iu the next two years. But 
present values m ust be justified by the 
proper offering at reasonable prices of 
rural property for uso by producers. 
This 
advice is jio r the boomers, the opiion- 
ists, the speculators, and all their interests 
focus upo 0 the one of m ore people. If they 
all heed » h a t we say, there will be no 
collapse. 
If not there will be one that will 
give th e State a back set m ore disastrous 
than it has yet had. 
Therefore, specula­ 
tive bretitreu, go slow and drive in the 
in. tie of th e road.
